bur, even a« amended, with iti unnecessary- and repressive 
chmet. It is hard to reconcile the Home Secretary's 
statement that this Bill is not put forward as a solution of 
the dirtiriiltii's attending the lci;islaliv<- aspi-cts of the new 
form of locomotion and that the Government would 
regret doing anything whit:h wt»uld haminr the drvelojt 
ment of the new science with the text of the Kill. 
Indeed, we would go farther and say that it is next to 
iaipoasible to reconcile theie avowed sentiments with the 
act of attempting legislation at a^ tit the present juncture. 
There is not the slightest nMd for any interim l^slation 
at all, unless such legislation were tu take the form of 
slreM};theii]iiK tlje hands of the koy.il .Ar rn Cluli, whirh 
has already more power n\rr tfie aviator than even the 
coinrnoii law iif ihe ( rriini!). I'his aspect of the question 
is very well put by Mr. eierald liiss in the Standard. As 
be pconts out, the Bill makes the same initial error as the 
Motor Car Act, It does not strive to work hand in hand 
with the Abeady established authnrities on the subject, 
but to set them in opposition and on the defensive. 
What this means is that the future fimction of the Royal 
Aero Qub will be that of protecting the interests of 
aviation anil aviators against oppression and prejudice on 
the part of lor il itficials, whereas, had a wiser course 
been taken, its complete support would have readily been 
ghen to the authorities. 

TIm whole attitude of the Government towards 
ivittion seems to us to wvtMr of futility. Supi>ose, 
kr example, that an SrrialBOt ked made up his mimi 
to fly over the Coronation procession. lie would 
Diilv have arrived at this determination because of 
one thing — llial it would pay him to do so. The 
advertisement alone would b. wortli a good round sum 
of money, to say nothing of what Ik might make directly, 
bmt case, he would certainly stand to make more than 
1'tffHr" of it to cheerfiillycontemplate paying even the 
wlmitlll g fine which h laid down b> the .\ct as a penalty 
for tnnsgreasing its pronsions. TfiiTi rnrc. why should 
he not delibcratelv break the law .urI make money out of 
doing it ? If the law >tooil alone, iliere is no .ideipiate 
re.isoii in the wide world why he should not, but at the 
l).i< k . I it all lies the fiat of the Royal Aero Club which has 
ruled that if he do so his licence will be taken from hini, 
which simply means that his career as an aviator is 
deSniteiy and finally closed. Therefore, the whole aim 
fffA object of his flight would be defeated, for although 
us advertisement would be complete enough — too 
complete, in fart — the jiower to reap its results would In- 
taken from iiini Surely li;is i-. drmoiistration enoui^h 
that legislation is both unnecessary and lU-judged, It is 
unnecessary for the reasons we have adduced and it is 
ill-judsed from the point of view that it turns the Koyal 
Aero Chib from an active ca*djutor of the constituted 
aotfaorities into a klent enemy. The latter may be a 
aonewhat strong term to use in this connection, but we 
iMak it is fully justified in the light of what has happened 
in motoring. For what reason do most ol the motoring 
bodies exist to day ? Simply and primarily to protect 
Iht-ir members from the harsher interpretation of harsh 
laws, which is merely another way of saying that they 
exist for the specific purpose of putting a brake upon 
a irth or iti es who through ignorance or prejudice would 
cwiy' the law to its most ultunate end. The mistakes of 
the liotor Car Act have resulted in the geneiatioB of 



nntil Ind feeling between those sut^ect to them and the 
antbotide* charged with their administration. All this — 
or a great deal of it — could have been avoided if the 
Government of the day had thought tit to base its legisUtion 

upon the knowledge of exfM'rts insti-ad of jj;<iing blindly 
into questions of which it knew nothing. The ra.se of 
the Bill under discussion is an absolute parallel to this and 
unless the Government ran be induced to see it in this light 
the net results will Ik the same. Prejudice and ignorance 
will run riot; the story of the police trap and its 
iniquities of deliberate hard swearing will be rewritten ; 
and a growing and important indu-stry will suffer untold 
harm. 

On the face of things, we should not object to the Bill 
so niurh--r\eejit on tfie ground ol suiH.-rlluity — did we 
not know by bitter experience that it is hopeless to 
expect any other result than that it w-ill give a loose rein 
to that {upulat inertia which does so much to retard 
everything in the shape of progress. Already we see 
symptoms of the same campaign directed to the inflaming 
of the public mind which was characteristic of the earlier 
days of the automobile movement, the basis of which 
was i)ure distortion of fact. The Fnfititig Times of the 
jtith nil. devoted a quarter of a column to what it l-rmed 
"Aviation Disasters. An epidemic of fatal and other 
accidents." To read such a heading is to imagine a 
veritable holocaust, but what do we find on analysing 
the details ? That the fatal accidents were accounted for 
by the deaths of two women and a soldier, killed at 
Lyon in a scuffle among the crowd that was strugglinf; 
to get near the competitors in the Paris-Turin flight ' 
Dissectinc the other " disasters," wc find that M. 
Vedrine's aeroplane was lu'tirly destroyed by a gale ; 
M. Vidart'.s cajisi/eil — this, for the sake of making ihe 
list bulk uji, is recounted twice m somewhat dilferen; 
words ; an aeroplane fell into a street at Kursk, injuring 
a hundred people — no one but om eonlemporary appears 
to have heard anything about such an accident ; the 
death of Mr. Benson is included, as is also that of Mr. 
.Siiiitli, who was killed at St. Petersburg. The Editorial 
note to this wonderful list is to the effect that a Bill had 
been mtrodiiced providing .against reckless or negligent 
aerial navigation, and adds thai " The numbers of 
fatalities among spectators has rendered this step an 
imperative one." W as ever a more flagrant distortion of 
the truth ? Where, will our contemporary tell us, have 
occurred all these fatalities among spectators whidi has 
rendered imperative such a Bill. 

Ignorance has to be taken into account as well, 
Diiririg the debair on the Kill the other night, even so 
-■ound a hmyrr and bioad minded a man as Sir William 
liull displayed a woeful amount of ignorance of aviation 
and its conditions in the course of cert.iin questions 
addressed by him to the Home Sc-crctary. One of his 
brilliant ideas was that before a person could be allownt 
to become an aviator he should be guaranteed in a sum 
of jCi,ooo, so that there would Ik- something to diaw 
upon in case of hb causing an accident ' 

Kut if the (k)vernment had done the logical thing and 
asked the Royal Aero Club to assist in the control of 
aviation, all this would have iR-en saved, because the man 
in the street would have accepted the situation as being 
quite in order. Now he cannot help gathering the 
impression that aviation is some sort of a dangerous 
beast whidi needs to be kept rnider strict supetrisiun and 
control

Anyone who has studied the pruMt^m of airshiiis. however, will 
have realised that a serious dtSiculiy tn aerial navigation i^i intrn 
duced h}' the cunstaiir Imx »] ballast that lakct place tbrouf^h the 
CQTOumption of petrol, it is a very common error to ovefloolc the 
weight of fuel m matiers of this sort) as may readily tte realised by 
making a roufih estimate of smounta.

engine ncing pint of petrol per h.p. per hour will comume ji gab. 
an hnnr, and if workii^ at hm load for four hours will have used
